A writer gives in Cusedll's Magazin 
aome gruesome dotaila of privon life and 
tortures in Morocco. The latter are ao 
reminiseont of the Middle-Ages and the 
‘Inquisition, that one almost forgets that 
thi is tho twentieth century. Hoe raya :— 

\ Whe torture of offenders, real and 
_suspocted, has been, and is still, .much 
practised. Much ingenuity ie shown in 
the infliction of pnin—such devices as tho 
rubbing of red pepper into the eyo-balls, 
pulling out the tongud with a fish-hook, 
tying up the wrists at-a height from 
the ground. At the death of ‘tho 
“Jato Sultan a. pretender. proclaimed 
himeclf ' the rightful. heir to the 
throne, and had a certain success,” Whon 
presently overcoine by the legitimate autho- 
rities, he was seized, bound, and thrown 
down, when chillies were applied to the 
ivsideof.his mouth till it awelled in exquisite 
pain, and ho was desired to shout out hia 
titles and qualities ag much a4 ho pleased, 
boing, of course, unsble to utter a word. 
“After that ho was thrown into gaol to rot 
there till ho died. A refinament of cruclty 
is tho tortura by tho ‘irow gloyo,’ as it ie 
called. 4 lump'of quicklime,ia placed in a | 
man's hand, which ia closed up into « fist, 
Then the fist is tightly bound with leuther 
thongs and plunged into a tub of cold water. 
Tho agony soon becomes extreme, Tho 
torture is continued for eight or ten days, 
until in the ond mortification ensues and
